35,000,000 bushels to handle during the crop 
year. 

Whitman County alone will produce 10,- 
000,000 bushels this year, and present ex- 
pectations are that the county will give an 
average yield of 35 bushels of wheat and 
65 bushels of oats and barley. All agree 
that this is the greatest average yield this 
State has ever known. The quality ~f the 
grain was never better. 

Many stories of heavy individual yields 
are being told by grain buyers. Alexander 
Hickman, living near Pullman, had an 
average yield of 57 bushels of wheat from 
a field of 160 acres. Another farmer 
thrashed an average of 45 bushels per 
acre from 160 acres. Frederick Hungate, 
living near Union Flat, reports a yield of 
52% bushels per acre, machine measure, 
from 212 acres of Little Club wheat. 

No yields of less than 35 bushels have 


been reported from the newly settled coun- 
try along the Snake River. Of the wheat 
thrashed the average yield has been 40 
bushels per acre. From every part of the 
grain belt come reports that the yield of 
grain is surpassing the first estimate by 10 
to 20 per cent. 

The grain crop of Washington will be di- 
vided about as follows between the three 
wheat-growing sections of the State: Walla 
Walla Valley, 6,000,000 bushels; Palouse 
district, 10,000,000 bushels; Big Bend dis- 
trict, 9,000,000. Besides this a number of 
smaller sections of the State, which have 
heretofore been unknown factors in the 
grain yield, will furnish a considerable 
grain tonnage. 

For the first time in Its history Franklin 
County is harvesting a wheat crop, part 
of which will come to Tacoma for export. 
Yrranklin County lies in almost the centre 
of the arid belt of the State. The county 
contains a population of less than 1,000, 
and it has long been supposed that without 
water for extensive irrigation enterprises 
its land could not be made to prodmce any- 
thing more than a few stunted végetables, 

A year or so ago Col. N. A. Puffer of 
Walla Walla County made a trip through 
Franklin, and became convinced that cereal 
production could be made a success upon 
the sage-brush land, which comprises al- 
most the entire area of the county. Last 
year the first wheat was grown, giving 
good results. 

Since then settlers have been steadily 
coming in. Over 500 homesteads have been 
entered on Government lands during the 
ast year, and pery as many tracts have 
9een sold by thé Northern Pacific Railway. 
Ccunty Assessor Corke, who has just been 
through the county, says this year’s crop 
will amount to half a million bushels, and 
for the first time the supply will moré 
than equal the local demand. 

Inquiries are being made into local condi- 
tions 4 Duluth and Minneapolis buyers, 
and if the Eastern market is strong enough 
to warrant it, extensive purchases are like- 
ly to be made. In this event most of the 
wheat will go to Duluth. Eastern grain 
men have been figuring somewhat in the 
Washington market for a number of years, 
and several good-sized shipments have betn 
meade to Eastern terminals. 

The heavy charter rates asked by cargo 
corriers between Tacoma and Europe dur- 
ing the last two seasons have had the ef- 
fect of keeping down the price paid to the 
Eastern Washington farmers. They receive 
a price which approximated the Liverpool 
quotation, less the cost of carriage to Ta- 
coma and thence by water to Europe. For 
this reason the farmers have made an e/- 
fort, but so far unsuccessfully, to secure 
railroad rates which will make buying by 
Eastern houses a permanent factor in the 
marketing of their crop. 

Seven grain exporting firms situated at 
Tacoma have charted more than 40 vessels, 
most of which are now on the sea head- 
ed for this port. Other charters are being 
made daily, and it is believed that the ves- 
sels will arrive fast enough to carry away 
one grain as rapidly as it arrives at tide- 
water.

The wind, after the 
yachts had been out about three-quarters 
of an hour, hauled to the eastward, and the 
Columbia, getting it first, being in the lead, 
was able to luff up to it before the Con- 


stitution came within its influence. The 
force of the wind was about nine miles at 
the start, and it freshened a little as the 
day grew older. 

The shift of the breeze was such as to 
enable the yachts to almost lay their 
course. Consequently, they kept on the 
port tack until the mark was well abreast 
of them. The Columbia was first to go 
on the starboard tack, at 1:14:20, followed 
by the Constitution at 1:15:19. 

It was noticed that two men were at the 
wheel of the Constitution. This was a 
cause of much comment, for hitherto the 
Constitution in light weather has been an 
easy steerer, and surely to-day the breeze 
called for no two hands at the helm. Only 
a short hitch was necessary, and at 1:27:30 
the Columbia went on the port tack again, 
heading straight for the mark. The Con- 
stitution went about at 1:29:10, taking“ in 
her jibtopsail as she went into stays. The 
Columbia took in her jibtopsail as she gibed 
around the mark. The official times were: 

Columbia, 1:30:45. 

Constitution, 1:32:45. 

Thus, to the first mark, including the 
handicap, the Columbia had gained 1 min- 
ute 15 seconds. Forty seconds after round- 
ing the outer mark the Columbia set her 
balloon jibtopsail, a magnificent specimen 
of the sailmakers’ art, with a beautiful 
curve to the foot and {mmense pulling pow- 
er. The Constitution, for a wonder, set her 
balloon jibtopsail thirty-five seconds after 
she made the turn. beating the Columbia 
by five seconds, This is the first time in 
her history that her crew has shown any 


; real smartness.

utes and forty-eight seconds, and on cor- 
rected time four minutes and nineteen sec- 
onds. 

W. Butler Duncan, Jr., managing owner 
of the Constitution, came ashore early this 
evening in company with Newbury Thorne, 
who has always sailed with him in his 
races. When asked if he had anything to 
say in explanation of the defeat of his boat, 
Mr. Duncan said that he had not. 

Asked if he intended to make any more 
changes to improve her condition, he said 
that there were no changes at present con- 
templated. All the friends of the new boat 
admit that she was fairly and squarely 
beaten to-day in conditions that have hith- 
erto been favorable to her, and there is 
evidence of discouragement among her sup- 
porters. 

E. D. Morgan of the Columbia, although 
he had nothing to say on the result of the 
race, was evidently much pleased with her 
performance. When asked if there was any 
truth in the published story that he had 
purchased all interests in the Columbia, he 
said it was not true. The next of the trial 
series will be held on Monday. The course 
will be triangular. 


BALTIMORE’S NEW GAS SCHEME 


Two Hundred Coke Ovens to Furnish 
the Illuminating Power. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 31.—Work “on 
the construction of 200 by-product coke 
ovens at the Maryland Steel Company’s 
Sparrow Point plant was begun to-day. 
They are of a comparatively new type 
and cause a saving of the tar, ammonia, 
and gas, which are thrown off during the 
process of roasting the coal from which 
coke is made. 

Coke for the furnaces of the steel com- 
pany will be furnished by the ovens, and 
if negotiations are completed satisfactori- 
ly they will also supply coal gas for the 
Consolidated Gas Company of this city. 
Illuminating gas from by-product coke 
ovens has been used at Everett, Mass., 
where a large coke plant has been in oper- 
ation for some time. The gas has to be 
refined after it comes from the coke and 
before it can be served to the customer, 
but it has been said to be very rich in 
lighting qualities. 

According to an expert’s description of 
by-product coke ovens, it is possible to use 
in them cheaper grades of coal which couid 
not be successfully worked in the old style 
‘beehive ’’ ovens. Therefore gas can be 
made more cheaply and also better than 
the present gas, which is manufactured 
from oil and water. 


ATLANTIC COAST LINE DEBT. 


Certificates Amounting to $2,500,000 Re- 
tired — Washington-Richmond Rail- 
road Line Plans Now Being Made. 
Special to The New York Times 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 31.—The Atlantic 
Coast Line Company has retired $2,500,000 
of its 4 per cent. certificates of indebted- 
ness. These certificates were bought at 
prices ranging from 96 to 98. Cash for the 
purpose was supplied from the sale of stock 
owned by it in the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac Railroad Company. 

This ownership constituted a majority of 
the stock of the latter company. It was 
sold to the new company now forming to 
take over the railroad lines from Wash- 
ington to Richmond, Va. 

In this company the Atlantic Coast Line 
will have a fifth interest. The Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way, Chesapeake and Ohio Railway, and 
the Southern Railway will also each have 
a fifth interest. This Washington-Rich- 
mond line is composed of the Washington 
Southern Railroad, which the Pennsylvania 
has sold to the new company, and the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac. 

The former runs from Washington to 
Quantico, 37 miles, and the latter from 

vantico to Richmond, 80 miles. Under 
the original plan there were to be six 
companies in the mutuality of ownership 
plan. Subsequently, however, the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad acquired a dominant in- 
terest in the Baltimore and Ohio, which 
was the sixth line. Following this the 
Baltimore and Ohio dropped out, and does 
not become a part owner in the Richmond- 
Washington route. 

The Atlantic Coast Line was an impor- 
tant factor in working out this mutuality 
of-ownership plan. In deciding to apply 
the money it received from its Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac stock to the 
retirement of certificates of indebtedness, 
the Coast Line, which is the parent com- 
any of the system, succeeds in reducing 
by $100,000 a year the payments ahead of 
the dividend on its stock. ; 

Of the 4 per cent. certificates of indebted- 
ness of the company there are now out- 
standing $5,000,000. In addition the com- 
pany also has outstanding $5,000,000 of 5 
per cent. certificates of indebtedness. 

These certificates of indebtedness repre- 
sent the increase in values of the lines con- 
trolled and owned a the company. The 
improvement is attributea to the develop- 
ment of the Southern States which are 
traversed by these lines. 


TROLLEY ROAD TO BUFFALO. 


Northern New York Capitalists Say a 
Line from Here Will Be in Opera- 
tion Within Five Years. 

Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Aug. 31.—Capitalists in this 
section of the State who are largely in- 
terested in traction companies make the 
positive statement that within from three 
to five years New York City and Buffalo, 
450 miles distant, will be connected by a 
double-track trolley road. 

The road will have its beginnings, as other 
trunk lines have had their beginnings, in 
the construction and operation for a time 
of a number of short lines, which, when 
connected, will form a continuous road, 
though under the management of several 
separate companies. 

t is not expected that the trunk trolley 
line will be a rival to the New York Cen- 
tral in any respect, the trolley making a 
field for itself distinct from that of the 
steam railroad. 

The new trunk line. will ,have tributary 
roads at every town of 1,600 or more in- 
habitants, reaching into distant sections on 
either side of the main line. Its strong 
point will be the ‘“‘short haul,’ as the 
“Jong haul” is the strong point of the 
steam trunk lines. It is expected that local 
traffic will grow so rapidly that it will ulti- 
mately tax the resources of both steam and 
electricity to handle it.

To Mr. Whitney the disappointment was 
even greater than to the thousands who 
had backed the stable entry, for to win the 
Futurity was his one purpose when he 
bought Nasturtium out of the A. L. Aste 
establishment in the Spring, and the colt 
had been specially trained with that great 
event in view. To further the costly. eglt’s 
chances, Mr. Whitney had kept him out of 
races that he might have won, thus avoid- 
ing penalties that otherwise would have 
accrued. Wrapped up in Nasturtium’s 
chance for the Futurity, then, the million< 


aire turfman had little to say after the 
defeat except that certainties in horse race 
ing are few and far between. 

There was a slight balm for Mr. Whitney, 
however, in the fact that, though beaten 
in all that represented him individually, he 
had a fat share in the money reward for 
the winner, for Yankee is one of the colts 
in which Mr. Whitney bought a half in- 
terest from John E. Madden last Spring. 
Under the terms of that sale, Madden kept 
and raced the horses Blue Girl, the best 
filly of the year; Yankee, and two others, 
all of whichg have been winners on fre- 
quent occasions, but always in Madden’s 
colors. Mr, Whitney therefore gets a half 
share in the great prize won by Madden’s 
colt yesterday, but if the amount were 
twenty times as great it would hardly com- 
pensate him for his failure yesterday ta 
duplicate his success of last year with 
Ballyhoo Bey, for be it understood that Mr, 
Whitney’s stable is run without regard to 
expense, and that there is no cost too great 
for him when he has a turf victory in view. 
His share in the success of the jointly, 
owned colt, therefore, was, in fact, a bite 
ter disappointment, for Mr. Whitney long 
ago realized that Madden was his most 
nga opponent and that preparation 
of his Futurity representatives was with a 
special view to being more ready and bet« 
ter fitted for a hard struggle than his part« 
ner in the ownership of the winner. 

Though both Madden and the Whitney 
entries numbered three each. when the 
entries were announced Friday night, each 
stable’ was represented in the race by but 
two colts. r. Whitney being compelled 
to withdraw his great colt Goldsmith 
through inability to secure a competent 
rider, as well as through the fact that 
Goldsmith was slightly ailing, while the 
best-known of the Madden entries, Blue 
Girl, was, withdrawn for exactly similar 
reasons, the mare we J slightly sick.

30,000 SAW THE GREAT RACE. 


The day was an ideal one for a great 
race, and the attendance was typical of a 
great racing day in New York. Estimates 
placed the crowd at numbers ranging from 
25,000 up to nearly double that number, 
but officials of the track fixed the figure 
at about 30,000. That estimate seems a 
fair one, for the grand stand was crowded 
to the limit, while the roof was filled to 
the danger point, policemen being stationed 
on the stair just before the Futurity was 
run to stop further crowding in the upper 
parts of the stand». The field stand was 
so overflowed before the first race was run 
that the track attendants“opened the gates 


and let all who wished into the inner field, 
where a crowd ten deep lined the rail 
through the full length of the stretch for 
the remainder of the afternoon, while other 
thousands sought places of vantage further 
back toward t centre of the great oval. 

The club stand and the paddock, too, were 
filled so thoroughly that passage was diffi- 
cult, and in the paddock policemen had to 
make a‘ lane for the horses when they went 
on the track for each race. Women made 
a great t of the immense gathering, and 
gay eolors and handsome gowns were 
sprinkled all over the stand, while in the 
1oxés society was unusually well repre- 
sented. In the throng that surged back 
and forth from betting ring to paddock 
were ali the people who usually attend 

t racing events. There, too, were all 
t people who have to go to great races, 
the actors, politicians, office holders, and 
se¢mi-public men, who must be seen on all 
great otcasions at any sacrifice. The po- 
litical contingent was especially strong, but 
on’ the: whole had a rather bad day of it, 
for the political tips were uncommonly un- 
fortunate, the most disastrous of these 
being the Tammany tip to all ‘in the 
know” to back Frank Farrell’s colt De 
Reszke for third place in the Futurity.

Going 
into the-third furlong, King Hanover 
rushed forward and ranged alongside Pen- 
tecost, the others retaining their relative 
positions, while Barron, who had steadily 
moved forward from eighth place, there 
joined the second flight headed by Yank 
the stragglers, among whom was _ the 
vorite, who at that point was so far & 
as to be out of it. s 

‘All straining every nerve with jock 
already beginning to ride and hustling 
ward in the fight for position, they 
to the bend in the course with nearl 
half mile of the struggle completed. 
Whitney colors borne by King Hanove 
there showed in front, but only by a nec 
Pentecost struggling gamely second a hal 
lengthy before Lux Casta, De Reszke then 
fourth, with Yankee at his side. Round- 
ing the bend into the stretch, and begin- 
ning the last quarter Lux Casta made an- 
other grand effort, and as Pentecost hung 
a bit and seemed to tire, raced up om 
side him and then still moving steadt 
forward joined King Hanover. 

The Whitney colt, however, at this point 
‘was staggering, and as Lux Casta reached 
his side was driven to the urgency of the 
whip, while De Reszke and Yankee, both 
hard ridden, went struggling on after the 
leader. Nearing the last furlong pole Lux 
Casta, galloping strong and full of running, 
was a neck in front of Pentecost, King 
Hanover, Yankee, and De Reszke running 
almost ds one horse following with Barron 
closing, and a gap of daylight separating 
him from the nearest of the others, head- 
ed by Caughnawaga. King Hanover and 
Pentecost at this point, however, were 
fast tiring and giving way, while Yankee 
and De Reszke were struggling sturdily 
on and gaining on the leader. 

Into the last furlong they went in _ this 
order, all the leaders then hard ridden, 
with whip out and spurs at work. In that 
last furlong Yankee’s sone and training 
told. Sturdily struggling and running 
straight as a ruled line he slipped away 
from De Reszke and steadily overhauling 
Lux Casta caught her as they began the 
last half furlong. There. Yankee, tired, but 
game to the core, went to the front and 
began to draw away from all that fol- 
lowed. O’Connor on the then leader kept 
his whip plying for fifty yards further on 
but as the gallant filly beside him fell 
further and further back, ceased the use 
of the lash but kept at work with hands 
and heels and, riding his hardest, held the 
race safe. Lux Casta was dying away in 
the last hundred yards, while Barron was 
steadily closing ground and then _was 
abreast of De Reszke, Pentecost, and King 
Hanover. 

With hardly a hundred yards more of the 
race to run, the great event then was over, 
to all practical purposes, Yankee racing 
with all the pluck that his name stands for, 
answering every call on him, and drawing 
further and further away, holding his lead 
to the winning post, and finishing first 
for the greatest race of the year by a 
length and a half. 

Lux Casta was too far in front of the oth- 
ers for them to overtake her in the short 
stretch of ground left to be covered, and, 
staggering to the end, she finished second, 
two lengths before Barron, who, running 
strong and true, got up to the next flight 
in the last few stridges, and in a pretty 
fight for third money, got third place by 
a head, with De Reske, Pentecost, King 
Hanover, and Gunfire lapped on him, all 
heads apart, in the order named, Gunfire 
having made a fine rush from behind in the 
last quarter. Caughnawaga finished eighth, 
Flywheel ninth, Nasturtium, who closed 
much ground in the final quarter, tenth, 
and Hypher eleventh. The others, none 
of whom was ever a factor in the contest, 
followed, with Saturday at their head, 
and The Talisman, Sun Shower, Port 
Royal, Homestead, Utopian, Broadstreet, 
and Heno strung out after him in the or- 
der named. 

The division of the stake gave $36,910 to 
the winner, while the second horse earned 
$4.166.66, and the third horse $2,083.34. Two 
thousand dollars went to the breeders of 
the winner, A. H. and D. H. Morris and 
Milton Young; $1,250 to the breeder of the 
second horse,, the Marcus y estate, and 
$500 to the breeder of the ird horse, also 
the Marcus Daly estate. The tc‘al stake 
was $46,910. 


RESULTS OF OTHER RACES. 


Cobourg, from Canada, Beat Voter for 
the Fall Handicap—Ogden 
a Winner. 


Two stake events, aside from the great 
attraction, the Futurity, made up the 
ambitious opening programme of the Coney 
Island. Jockey Club’s Autumn meeting, 
these fixtures being the Inaugural Steeple- 
chase Handicap, run over the short steeple- 
chase course, and the Fall Handicap, six 
furlongs, on the main track, which brought 
notable lot of sprinters, with the 
veteran champion of sprinting courses, 
Voter, in the top weight and a hot 
favorite over the elght that opposed him. 
There was quite a long delay at the post 
for this event, Voter racing out in each 
break; when the actual start was made, 
getting away well, with King Pepper and 
Cobourg abreast of him. From the first 
jump the pace was terrific, and, to the 
amazement of the crowd, both Cobourg and 
King Pepper outran the Keene sprinter in 
that early stage of the race, Voter, who 
seemed to be slightly interfered with, drop- 
ping back into the crowd in the first quar- 
ter, while Cobourg drew out clear in the 
lead. For the remainder of the distance 
Cobourg held on in front, and, though 
Voter and Paul Clifford closed on him in 
the stretch, and drove McCue, on the Can- 
adian sprinter, to riding his hardest at the 
long enough to win 
half. In a ding-dong 
fur second place Voter squeezed 
home a head before Paul Clifford. 

Seven of the eleven jumpers named to 
start for the Inaugural Steeplechase an- 
swered the call to the post, with Bulling- 
don a slight favorite over the Widener en- 
try, lulminate, and Miss Mitchell, Cheese- 
mite rushed into the lead at the fall of the 
flag and made the running, with the field 
well together trailing at her heels until 
the last turn was reached, Fabius and Miss 
Mitchell falling in the run to that point, 
where Cheesemite stopped suddenly and 
Orman and Fulminate went on together in 
front, Orman, well handled by Barry, win- 
ning by a neck after a smart finish, Fulmi- 
nate second, two lengths away from Bull- 
ingdon, third. 

Ogden, with the top weight in the mile 
race, second on the card, and second cheice 
to J. R. and F. P. Keene's Outlander, ap- 
propriately celebrated the anniversary of 
his Futurity victory of five years before 
by winning in.a big gallop by-a length and 
a half after Wealth, who broke in front, 
led to the turn into the straight. Out- 
lander was Outrun from the start, and 
finished two lengths behind Wealth, sev- 
ond, All the horses named for the fifth 
race, numbering fourteen, started in the 
five furlongs for maidens, two years old, 
with Destitute a slight favorite over the 
Haggin entry, Bigotry and Royal Sue. To 
the bend into the straight Bruff and the 
Haggin pair were fhe most prominent of a 
well-bunched field, Bruff then drawing 
away a bit, and looking to be winning until, 
in the last quarter, Knapsack, closing on 
the rail, went up to him, the two fighting 
out under the whip for the remainder of the 
distance. Knapsack ran gamely under 
punishment, and, gradually wearing down 
Bruff, won, hard ridden, by a neck. Cast 
tron, a length and a half further back, was 
third. 

The Western filly Louisville was a strong 
favorite, with Autolight the second choice 
in a field of six, for the last race, a mile 
and a sixteenth, selling, on the turf course. 
Louisville broke in front, and, going 
straight on, made all the running, and won 
in a big gallop by three lengths from Astor, 
who was second throughout. Autolight was 
never prominent.

SUICIDE IN CENTRAL PARK.’

A Veteran of the Civil War Shot Hime 
self Through the Head. 


While Policeman Moore was patrolling} 
Central Park, in the vicinity of the Rambl@, 
near Seventy-sixth Street, yesterday after- 


noon, he heard the report of two pistolif 


shots. He gan in the direction from which 


the reports came and found the body of a‘ 
man lying on its back in some bushes, a 
smoking revolver by his side. Two bullet 
wounds were in the foreHead. The man 
evidently had acted with the greatest de- 
liberation, for near his left hand, on the 
ground, the policeman found a small hand 
mirror, which probably had been used in 
guiding the man’s aim. 

An ambulance was called from the Pres- 
byterian Hospital and the body was taken 
to the Arsenal Station, where on it papers 
were found that showed the suicide to be 
Joseph R. Henderson of Suterville, West- 
moreland County, Penn. Other papers 
showed that he had been taking treatment 
at a sanitarium kept by Dr. August Rein- 
hold at 823 Lexington Avenue. 

Dr. Reinhold when told of the man’s 
death said that he was not at all surprised, 
because Henderson _had shown'symptoms of 
suicidal mania. Dr. Reinhold says that 
Henderson had told him that he had been 
a sufferer for seventeen years from stom- 
ach trouble and other complaints. He was 
a veteran of the civil war and had been a 
member of Company I, Second Pennsylya- 
nia Heavy Artillery, and had received a 
pension of $6 a month since 1890, 





Elevated Guard Found Dead on Track. 
W .S .Tuttle, Iiving at 2,026 Third Avenue, 
a guard employed by the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company, was found dead on the 
tracks on the curve at Coenties Slip and 
Front Street at 9 o’clock last night with 
his skull crushed. The body was examined 
by Ambulance Surgeon Nelson of the Hud- 
son Street Hospital, who said that the man 
must have been killed instantly.

STRIKERS INVADE 
THE CARNEGIE MILLS 


Open Hearth Workers in Duquesne 
Plant Walk Out. 


TRUST MAKES LIGHT OF, IT 


Simon Burns and Mr. Schwab Confer by 
Telephone—important Results 
Likely to Follow. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 31.—The 
strikers are claiming to-night the biggest 
victory since the fight began, in the closing 
down of the open hearth department of tho 
Duquesne Steel Works. The Amalgamated 
people state that the open hearth men 
have struck and the entire plant will have 
to close down when the men fail to return 
Sunday night for work. 

The Carnegie steel people make light of 
the matter and say that the close down of 
the open hearth department to-day was 
merely the usual Saturday afternoon close, 
and maintain that the men will be on hand 
for work Sunday evening as heretofore and 
that no stoppage will result. 

They claim the trouble at the plant Fri- 
day night has been exaggerated very much, 


that instead of a large number of men hav- 
ing quit work only a few boys were escort- 
ed from the mill by policemen, and the 
places of the ejected were filled at once. 

Last evening a committee of employes 
from the open hearth department notified 
the foreman not to recharge the furnaces, 
as they were going out on strike this morn- 
ing at the end of the turn. The foreman 
immediately notified the officials of the 
mill of the intentions of the men and a 
hurried conference was held. It was then 
decided to make wholesale discharges in 
the effort to stay the tide of union senti- 
ment. 

The men discharged were two helpers, 
twenty ladlemen, two engineers, three elec- 
triclans, two boss stokers, and two brake- 
men. Eleven of the discharged men were 
escorted from the works by policemen and 
were not allowed to talk to their fellow 
workmen while going out of the works. 

Until to-morrow night it will not be 
known ‘certainly which side is right in its 
contention. The Amalgamated people claim 
to be ablesto tie up the plant and the steel 
company say they will resume without any 
material inconvenience. 

The shutdown of the Duquesne Steel 
Works would have a far-reaching effect, 
seriously crippling the American Tin Plate 
Company. When the Bellaire Steel Works 
closed down the orders for tin-plate bars 
were all transferred to Duquesne. Since 
then the Duquesne plant has been stocking 
the tin-plate plants. Some of them have 
two weeks’ supply on hand. 

Denial is made in McKeesport this morn- 
ing of the report that a break had been 
made in the strike through the return of 
about forty men to the seamless-tube de- 
partment of the National Tube Works. It 
is stated that the seamless-tube department 
did not start up, although there were a 
number of men at work in the plant. These 
men, however, were repair men, a number 

y whom have been busy there for some 
time. 

Aside from the Duquesne incident, the 
reported conference by yg ae tele- 
phone between President Schwab of the 
Steel Corporation and Simon Burns, Presi- 
dent of the Window Glass Workers’ Asso- 
ciation, furnished the chief food for com- 
ment. It seems that the two men really 
communicated with each other by tele- 
phone, but what the subject or result was 
is not known. Mr. Burns is mysteriously 
silent and says he can say nothing just yet. 

Ir is learned to-night from reuab 3 
authority, in spite of the great secrecy 
maintained by Messrs. Burns and Shaffer 
concerning the telephone conversation be- 
tween President Schwab and President 
Burns, that something decisive may result. 

It is said that President Schwab de- 
clined to have any conference with Presi- 
dent Shaffer of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion on the ground that he no longer rep- 
resents any of the men employed by the 
corporation. All union men have left the 
employ of the company. 

If these return to work at once, and the 
mills resume operations in full, the whole 
matter is said to assume a different aspect 
and a discussion between the officials of 
the trust and the Amalgamated officials 
can take place. 

Immediately after this conversation Mr. 
Burns went to President Shaffer and urged 
him to call a meeting of the Executive 
Board of the organization at once, so that 
the men could be ordered to work at the 
earliest moment possible. 

It is understood that this order will be 
issued not later than Tuesday, and should 
have been issued before then had it been 
possible to get the Executive Committee 
of the organization together. President 
Shaffer, while declining to discuss the 
matter, remained at his office until a late 
hour to-night, and was much occupied. Ap- 
pearances indicate that he was preparing 
for some important move, but nothing 
could be learned from him as to the actual 
situation

BIG CARNEGIE CONTRACT. 


Agreed to Ship Via Wabash Railroad 
4,000,000 Tons Annually Conditloned 
Upon a Terminal at Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 31.—There are 
good and cogent reasons why the Wabash 
Railroad desires to make Pittsburg one of 
its terminal points. In a safe in the offices 
of President Joseph Ramsey, Jr., St. Louis, 
is a contract for the transportation of 
4,000,000 tons of iron and steel products 
yearly for the Carnegie Company. 

President Ramsey “himself secured this 
contract, probably the largest single con- 
tract ever gotten by a railroad company 
upon the condition that the Wabash own 
and operate a line into this city. When 
he closed the contract with the Carnegie 
Company he provided that nothing in the 
way of a combination should invalidate it. 

When the United States Steel Corporation 
took over the Carnegie Company the con- 
tract was included in the deal just as 
much as the plant and other assets of the 
latter company. 

In order to reach Pittsburg it was neces- 
sary for the Wabash to get control of the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, a deal involving 
the purchase of $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 in 
securities and the construction of terminals 
in Pittsburg at the expense of several mill- 
lons more. 

The decision of Judge McClung, rendered 
on Friday, permitting the Wabash Com- 
pany the right to construct a bridge over 
the Monongahela, means that work on 
the new line to connect with the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie will be pushed to comple- 
tion without delay, and that Pittsburg will 
soon have another of the great trunk lines 
of the country.

j Belief that Great Britain Means to 
Adopt a Firm Policy. 


Blue Books Dealing with Russia’s Pro- 
ceedings in Various Quarters Re- 
garded as Indicating This. 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—Russian agents in 
Persia are interfering with the Quetta- 
Nushki trade route, between India and 
Eastern Persia, opened by the Indian Gov- 
ernment, 

According to a dispatch to The Times 
from Simla, Russia, by virtue of the loan 
contracted in 1900, has effective control of 
the customs, and is giving endless worry 
and trouble to traders by means of cus- 
toms regulations, especially quarantine re- 
strictions. It is possible for Russia to para- 
lyze British trade by long detentions of 
caravans and travelers. The native belief 
that Russian influence is supreme in East- 
ern Persia is having a bad political effect. 

Sir Rowland Blennerhassett, Bart., (Com- 
missioner of National Education in Ire- 
land,) writing on the general subject of 
Russian and British relations, says: 

“We must strive for a final settlement 
with Russia or gird ourselves for a fight.’ 

The Times editorially says Great Britain 
must decide whether it is ‘‘ compatible with 
our interests, commercial and political, to 
allow a foreign power like Russia to es- 
tablish itself on the Persian Gulf. Possibly 
it may be expedient to purchase political 
peace by the surrender of commercial in- 
terests which might cost too much to de- 
fend. But, if we are resolved to defend 
them, we must not wait until it is too late 
to declare our intentions and take action.’ 

Frederick Greenwood, who is regarded as 


an acute and far-seeing observer of foreign 
affairs, analyzes in The Daily Mail to-day 
the recent Blue Books on Chinese affairs, 
particularily the facts concerning the Rus- 
sian seizure of the Peking-Shan-hai-Kuan 
Railroad. 

“Count Lamsdorff,’’ he says, “finds no 
difficulty in telling our Government,in the 
plainest language permitted by diplomacy 
that if it does not like the Russian ar- 
rangements in Manchuria, for example, it 
is at liberty to resent them in any way it 

leases. Russia is not disposed to explain, 

ut ie quite prepared to fight.’ 

The simultaneous publication of these 
Blue Books and Lord Kitchener's dis- 
patches showing the unfitness of many of 
the recruits will, Mr. Greenwood thinks, 
throw light each on the other, the Govern- 
ment “‘ deliberately desiring to let the pa- 
tient| know how he stands in relation to 
Russia and his state of military unpre- 
paredness, so that he may prepare, not to 
die, but to rouse and help the doctors on 
his own behalf.”’

Elaborate Measures to Guard Him—Peo- 
ple of Dunkirk and Compiegne 
Reaping a Harvest. 


PARIS, Aug. 31.—As the day set for the 
arrival of the Czar in France approaches 
interest in his Majesty’s visit is quickening 
into excitement. The newspapers are de- 
voting columns daily to the various ar- 
rangements under way. 

The official programme is still unpub- 
lished, but it is now known that the Czar 


will reach Dunkirk on the morning of Sept. 
18. He will proceed to Compiégne the same 
afternoon, and will go to Rheims the fol- 
lowing day to witness from Vitry Fort the 
sham fight with which the grand manoeu- 
vres will close. Sept. 20 is held open, and 
is spoken of as a day of repose, but if the 
Czar visits Paris it will be on that day. 
Finally, Sept. 21, he will go to Betheny, 
near Rheims, to be present at the review 
of the whole army engaged in the eastern 
manoeuvres, and will probably start on his 
way home early the next morning. 

In order to make the naval display at 
Dunkirk more imposing, the French North- 
ern Squadron will be reinforced by three 
battleships and a cruiser from the Mediter- 
ranean fleet, giving a total of thirty-nine 
warships, composed of eleven battleships, 
five cruisers, three torpedo boat destroyers, 
seventeeen torpedo boats, and three sub- 
marine boats. The Czar will be on board 
the imperial yacht Standart, which will be 
escorted only by the Polar Star, unless he 
invites the Grand Admiral, the Grand 
Duke Alexis, to accompany him, when the 
cruiser Svietlana will join the escort. 

President Loubet will arrive at Dunkirk 
on Sept. 17, accompanied by the Cabinet 
Ministers, and wil) open the new City Hall 
there in the afternoon. The following morn- 
ing President Loubet and the Cabinet will 
embark on the torpedo boat destroyer Cas- 
sini, which will proceed to the three-mile 
limit, where the President will, it is ex- 
pected, greet the Czar between 10 and 11 
o'clock. M. Loubet will go on board the 
Standart, which will then review the fleet. 
The Standart will afterward go to the dock 
near the railroad, and a luncheon will be 
given in the hall of the Chamber of Com- 
merece. Then the Czar and M. Loubet will 
proceed by separate trains to Compiégne. 
M. Loubet will arrive there first, and will 
greet the guests. There will be a banquet 
in the evening, and probably a gala per- 
formance at the Castle Theatre. 

Elaborate precautions to insure the 
Czar’s safety during his stay in France are 
being taken. All undesirable foreigners 
have been expelled from Dunkirk, and the 
Chateau at Compiégne is closely guarded 
by troops. It was at first proposed to 
station troops along the entire railroad 
track from Dunkirk to Compiégne, but this 
was abiundoned owing to the lack of troops. 
The greatest cause for anxiety on the part 
of the police is the proximity of dwelling 
houses to the railroad in Dunkirk. Each 
house has been examined, and the occu- 
pants have been compelled to give detailed 
information regarding themselves. Access 
of visitors to the Chfteau at Compiégne 
is forbidden except to holders of special 
passes. Electric light is being installed, 
and the wires from the generating stations, 
which will pass through the park, will be 
watched by sentinels. 

Military engineers are constructing a 
light track from the railroad to the tribunes 
on the review ground at Betheny. Grand 
stands capable of accommodating 20,000 
spectators are now being erected. 

Immense crowds of people are expected 
at Dunkirk, and the railroads are arrang- 
ing excursions. A fleet of pleasure steam- 
ers will gather in the roadstead. The 
townspeople intend to make hay while the 
sun shines. For bedrooms which can 
usually be hired for $1 a day, they are 
now asking $15, and fancy prices are being 
asked for windows overlooking the scene 
of the Czar’s arrival. The same conditions 
prevail at Complégne. 

The Parisians will be greatly disappoint- 
ed if the Czar does not visit the French 
metropolis. Efforts are being made to in- 
duce his Majesty to come to Paris on Sept. 
20. It is proposed that he should arrive 
here in time to take luncheon at the Rus- 
sian Embassy, and then drive to the Alex- 
ander Bridge, where certain ceremonies 
would take place. There would be a ban- 
quet at the Elysée Palace in the evening, 
and the Czar could return to Compiégne 
the same night. 

Street singers and hawkers have already 
made their appearance with topical wares, 
including peat Franco-Russian ditties 
and colored portraits of the Czar and Czar- 
ina. The most ingenious article is a trans- 
parent card representing the Czar in the 
uniform of a Russian Colonel. When the 
ecard is held up to the light his Majesty ap- 
pears in the uniform of a French General 
and wearing the sash of the Legion of 
Honor.

Thanks to Lord Lansdowne'’s ap- 
parent ability to handle that department, 
this necessity no longer exists, but the 
cry has now changed, and the Unionists 
admit that the selection of a successor to 
Lord Salisbury would perhaps precipitate 
an internecine struggle. 

Hence the extreme and, as some of the 
members of Lord Salisbury'’s family con- 
sider, cruel pressure on the Premier to re- 
tain power, which for him has lost all at- 
traction. 


THE BRITISH SUBMARINES. | 


Charge that the Admiralty Refused to 
Examine an Important Inven- 
tion Untrue. 

LONDON, Aug. 31.—With a laudable de- 
sire to enliven the dullness of the papers 
here during London's empty season, one 
daily has been endeavoring to get up a 
scare on the subject of Great Britain's 


overwhelming deficiency in submarine 
boats. 

Among the alleged crimes attributed to 
the Admiralty is that of allowing the 
United States to secure, this week, a sub- 
marine invention which the Admiralty de- 
clined even to examine, and which is like- 
ly to revolutionize that method of war- 
fare. It is, however, ascertained that the 
invention in question was examined and 
declined by the Admiralty, was submitted 
to the United States Naval Attaché, Com- 
mander Clover, and was forwarded by him, 
in the usual routine, to Washington. The 
indorsement accompanying it and_ the 
opinion of other naval experts is said to 
render it improbable that the invention 
will receive any more consideration from 
the Navy Department at Washington than 
from the British Admiralty, which, by the 
way, is busily engaged in getting ‘its’ Hol- 
land boats re ady for launching. 

The Admiralty has called for volunteers 
to man the submarine boats, but only a 
few adventurous spirits have responded, 
and almost all of these have been rejected 
on account of their inability to pass the 
severe medical tests imposed in this class 
of the service. It is quite probable that 
five Holland boats will be ready for launch- 
ing before their crews are sec ured. 

The reports that the Vickers-Maxim 
Company has added several secret and im- 
portant additions to Holland’s inventions 
are apparently untrue. 


LIEUT. COL. VANDELEUR SLAIN. 





One of the Best-Known Officers in the 
British Army Killed in Boer At- 
tack on a Train. 
LONDON, Aug. 31.—A dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria, to-day, says: 

“A train was blown up to-day between 
Waterval and Haman’s Kraal by 250 Boers, 
who at once fired on the train, setting it on 
fire. Lieut. Col. Vandeleur of the Irish 
Guards, a most promising officer, was 
killed. The other casualties have not yet 
been reported.” 


Lord Kitchener has hardly ever before 
referred in terms similar to those contained 
in the foregoing dispatch to a deceased of- 
ficer, and this shows the esteem in. which 
Lieut. Col. Vandeleur was held better than 
anything else could do. The Irishman who 
lost his life through the blowing up of the 
train near Waterval was not only one of 
the most promising but also one of the 
greatest favorites in society among the offi- 
cers of the British Army. His career was a 
brilliant one almost from the day he entered 
the service, and he was honored in a man- 
ner that was unique, becoming a Lieuten- 
ant, Captain, and Major in the same year. 
At the time of his death he was one of the 
youngyet officers of his rank in the service. 

Cc. F. Seymour Vandeleur was born on 
July 11, 1869, being the son of Hector §. 
Vandeleur of Kilrush, Ireland. He was 
educated at Eton, and from there went to 
Sandhurst. In 1889 he entered the army as 
a Lieutenant In the Scots Guards, and soon 
afterward became a Captain and a Major. 
In 1894 he was sent on special service to 
Uganda, and from then on had seen al- 
most continual service. In 1895 he took 
yart in the Unyoro expedition; the follow- 
ng year he served on the Nile; he took a 
prominent and gallant part in the Niger 
expedition of 1897, and the same year the 
Royal Geographical Society awarded the 
Murchison Grant to him for his walu- 
able work in surveying in East Africa and 
the Niger district. He surveyed no less 
than 2,073 miles. 

After a few months in England as aide 
de camp to Lord Methuen, commanding the 
home district, Major Vandeleur went out 
to Africa again, and served with the Egyp- 
tian Army in the Soudan expedition of 1898, 
He was wounded at the battle of Khar- 
toum, and received the Medjidieh Medal for 
his gallantry. 

Besides being a brilliant soldier, Lieut. 
Col. Vandeleur was famous as a sportsman, 
and during his brief periods at_home was 
an enthusiastic polo player. He wrote a 
book entitled ‘‘ Campaigning on the Upper 
Nile and Niger.”’

The Liberals hold various towns and 
districts and decline to meet the punitive 
Government expeditions, withdrawing upon 
their approach and returning after their 
departure to engage in other and similar 
tactics, with occasional small engagements. 

One thing is certain—all the Government- 
al systems of communication are inter- 
rupted or delayed and are unreliable, hence 
it is impossible to secure news on the coast 
of happenings on the frontiers. All the 
news emanating from the coast towns, con- 
cerning the frontiers is unrellable. Colom- 
bia doubtless has troops on the Venezue- 
lan and Ecuadorian frontiers, although 
their numbers reported are believed to be 
vastly exaggerated. It is difficult to draw 
a line of distinction between the troops of 
one country and the revolutionists of the 
other. 

It should be borne in mind that the fron- 
tier offers indefinite protection to Colom- 
bians and Venezuelans of both political 
parties. It has been the favorite field of 
operations for the revolutionists of both 
countries, and the same conditions have 
existed on the frontier whenever either Co- 
lombia or Venezuela has had a revolution 
on hand.

THINK AMERICA IS PLOTTING. 


German Pepere’t Charge the Washington 
Government with Duplicity in Re- 
gard to South America. 
BERLIN, Aug. 31.—The South American 
trouble is not much discussed here, but 
when it is commented on it is in terms un- 
favorable to the United States, which is 
represented as playing the réle of a gen- 

eral plotter in South America. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung charges the 
Washington Government with duplicity in 
pretending not to have a clear view of the 
situation, and assumes that the United 
States Administration is intriguing every- 
where. 

The Kreuz Zeitung regards it as but 
natural that the better classes in the 
South American States should long for the 
United States to intervene and introduce 
order. It admits that this would be a 
great advantage to those countries, but 
adds: ‘‘ It would make the United States’ 
economic position tmpregnable, and Europe 
would be practically ruined.’’

‘**Germany would place herself in an im- 
possible position by making commercial 
treaties with other countries and giving 
them reductions from the general tariff

retaliatory measures. Germany should 

avoid treating American goods differen- 

tially and more unfavorably than other 
countries, and avoid a tariff war.’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung concludes: 

‘Effective measures against the Ameri- 
ean danger are only possible when several 
of the great European States become con- 
scious of the common danger. Till then 
Germany's interests lie in peaceful com- 
mercial treaties with the United States.”’ 


AMERICAN WARSHIPS WELCOMED. 


Great Interest Being Taken in Them by 
People of English Ports. 
LONDON, Aug. 31.—Seldom have so many 
American war vessels appeared simultan- 
eously in English ports as this week. 
Scarcely had the Hartford and Essex ar- 
rived in the Thames before the Chicago ex- 
cited the curiosity of Portsmouth’s citi- 
zens. Then the Dixie arrived at South- 


ampton, and now the Buffalo's crew are be- 
ing entertained at Greenock. 
he Hartford and Essex have since gone 

away, but the others remain. They are all 
receiving the most hospitable treatment. 
The British officers regret that the vessels 
could not all come to one port, so that a 
welcome could have been organized. The 
British officers are also puzzled at the faet 
that the European Squadron at present con- 
sists of the lonely little Chicago, and that 
Rear Admiral Cromwell has no control over 
or even communication with the other 
American naval vessels now here.

ART NOTES, 

The April-June number of The American 
Journal of Archaeology contains a sum- 
mary of the aqueducts In and near Rome 
by Howard Crosby Butler, very liberally 
illustrated, which shows the fine points 
of these useful structures from the archi- 
tectural side. It is a contribution from 


the American School of Archaeology in 


Rome. The writer thinks that the archi- 
tecture of the best period can be_ well 
studied from the aqueducts alone. When 
they built for pleasure the Romans drew 
upon Greek art to furnish decorative de- 
talis, and concealed’ the true nature of 
their construction by a sham of entab- 
latures and columns. ‘‘ When they built 
fer utility they were no longer bound to 
employ imported ornament and depénded 
upon their native sense of symmetry and 
proportion and upon thé use of simple 
moldings, or of color, to secure a suffi- 
ciently pleasing effect. The a 
thue perhaps the most 
structures erected by the Romans, simple. 
truthfully structural, without the pretense 
of columns or ornamental entablature.”

the air. It was agreed upon in the corre- 
~-Spondence between the Englishmen and 
“representatives of Yale and Harvard last 
Spring that the games should be held at 
Berkeley Oval on Sept. 21. Changes in 
the programme from both sides, however, 
have made it necessary to amend this de- 
cision. The Englishmen have arranged a 
match with McGill College, Montreal, for 
Sept. 14, and it is doubtful whether they 
would be willing to make the trip to New 
‘York and prepare for the great meet be- 
fore Sept. 23 or 24. The yacht races at 
about this time also have worked to disar- 
range the plans, so that it is impossible to 
Say just when the meet will be held. As 
Harvard, by Faculty ruling, cannot take 
part in any meet during term time except 
on college grounds, this is another item to 
consider, makin it impossible for the 
@ames to be held in New York later than 
the 25th, the day previous to the open- 
ing of college. These details, however, 
will be arranged in the near future at a 
mesting of graduate advisers from both 
sides. 

There will be nine events contested at 
Berkeley Oval—the 100-yard dash, quarter 
mile, half-mile, mile and two-mile runs; low 
hurdles, high and broad jumps, and ham- 
mer throw. Only first places will count, 
and there will be no preliminary heats or 
events. Two men may compete on either 
side for each event. The division may, of 
course, be as the two sides wish, so that 
there will be no restrictions as to men en- 
tered or the number from each college. 
On the American side, the athletes who 
entered the dual games will be eligible, and 

Pere choice of men will be left till the last 
oment, 

As matters stand at present, and before 
the Englishmen have shown what they can 
do on this side of the water, there seems 
to be about an equal chance for success on 
either side. The Englishmen have 22 men 
here, divided as follows: Cambridge, 13, and 
Oxford, 9.

Sprint, Cambridge, 2; quarter-mile, Cam-

As far as climate and train- 
ing go, the Americans will naturally have 
the advantage. The Englishmen, however, 
are a stronger team on paper. Unless there 
are great surprises, the results ought to be 
extremely close. As Yale track men have 
figured it out, knowing the records of all 
the men entered, chances are about even. 
In fact, it may be decided by the perform- 
ance of one man, either Spraker or Board- 
man of Yale. 

It looks at present, and until new records 
are made in training, as if the Englishmen 
were sure of three events—the half-mile, 
mile, and two-mile runs—and the Amer- 
icans of three—the high jump, hurdles, 
and hammer throw. Giving the 100-yard 
dash to England by reason of Hind's great 
0:09 4-5, it becomes necessary for the 
Americans to win the quarter-mile and 
broad jump, both of which events must be 


taken by Yale men if the Americans are to 
win. As any slip of the point winners 
means a complete reversal of this, how- 


ever, it is evident that nothing certain can 
be forecasted until much later in the train- 
ing season.

Commissioner Murphy’s attention was 
called to O'Neill's statement that the Com- 
missioner was all right, but that Devery 
was the real head of the department. The 
Commissioner laughed good-naturedly. 

“Why, he’s just repeating what your 
papers have been saying right along,” he 
replied. 

“Don't you regard as_ insubordination 
the statements made by O'Neill in his in- 
terview, that you were only a figurehead in 
the department?" was asked.

SCHNAKENBERG LOCKED UP. 


Man to Whose Arrest Policeman O'Neill 
Attributed His Troubles Knocks 


Down .a Woman. 

Out of a children’s quarrel Policeman 
O'Neill, defier of Devery, may be avenged 
on Charles Schnakenberg, the saloon keep- 
er for whose arrest he says his troubles 
in the Police Department began. Schnak- 
enberg, who is thirty-eight ‘years old, was 
locked up in the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station last night on 
a charge of felonious assault, in the course 
of a lively tenement row, upon Mrs. Mary 
Monaghan, his neighbor on the third floor 
of 301 West One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Street. 

There have been many quarrels between 
the children of the Schnakenbergs and the 
Monaghans. Schnakenberg returned home 





intoxicated last evening, and, meeting eight- 


year-old Patrick Monaghan on the stairs, 
Slapped his face. George McGrath, who 
boards with the Monaghans, saw him strike 
the child and resented it. Schnakenberg 
struck him and threw him down stairs. 

Hearing the screams of her little boy 
and the tumult in the hall-Mrs, Monaghan 
threw open the door of her apartment, and 
Schnakenberg struck her in the’ face, 
knocking her down. Monaghan had gone to 
bed, but he ran out in his night clothes 
to defend his family, and as he did so 
Schnakenberg ran back into his own rooms 
and got his revolver. Monaghan drew his 
family aside, and locked and fastened the 
door, as the infurlated saloonkeeper threw 
himself repeatedly against it. 

Schnakenberg's wife and some other wo- 
men finally persuaded him to go back into 
his own apartment. Meantime other ten- 
ants were shouting ‘ Police!’ in the street 
before the door, and Policemen Mott and 
Dundon of the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station responded. 
They found the Schnakenberg's door parri- 
eaded, but forced it Schnakenberg at- 
tacked them as they leaped through the 
opening, but a tattoo of their nightsticks 
vpon various portions of his person soon 
convinced him that resistance was useless, 
and they took him along. 

An ambulance came from the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital and the surgeon dressed 
Mrs. Monaghan’s injuries and she remained 
at home.

The indictment against Police Captain 
John D. Herlihy, for neglect of duty in 
falling to suppress 109 disorderly houses 
in the “‘ Red Light” district, dismissed by 
Recorder Goff Friday, is to be resubmitted 
to the September Grand Jury. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan made 
this announcement yesterday after the re- 
ceipt of a telegram from District Attorney 
Phiibin, who has been away since Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Garvan said he believed the new in- 
dictment would be framed so as to with- 
stand any demurrers that might be made 
against it. The September Grand Jury 
will be sworn in by Judge Warren W. 
Foster on Tuesday.

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It was learned yesterday that as a result 
of the strikes of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists and the Amalgamated 
Association of Steel, Iron, and Tin Work- 
ers, the question of the incorporation of 
trades unions will be considered in the near 
future by the principal labor organizations. 

It is realized by the labor leaders here 
that since the strikes of the steel workers 
and the machinists were in violation of an 
agreement, it will be difficult for National 
bodies of workingmen to secure agreements 
with National organizations of employers 
again. 

A number of conventions of labor bodies 
are approaching, at which the subject of 
incorporation will be considered. The first 
of these conventions will be that of the 
State Branch of the American Federation 
of Labor in Syracuse on Sept. 17. Labor 
men who were seen last week were as a 
general rule opposed to the incorporation 


of labor unions. 

Ernest Bohm, Secretary gf the Central 
Federated Union, said that the unions 
would be the losers if they were incorporat- 


ed. Nothing would prevent non-union men 
from bringing suits continually for dam- 
ages, in cases where strikes were ordered 
against them, and this could be kept up 
indefinitely. 

“In fact,’ he said, “‘ the treasury of the 
union would always be open to attack. It 
there was a desire to ruin an organization, 
so-called aggrieved non-union men could 
harass it with suits.”’ 

Mr. Bohm said that the United Hebrew 
Trades and East Side Organization was 
incorporated, but that did not make him 
favor incorporation of unions. He believed 
that there would be no general sentiment in 
favor of incorporation among the trades 
unionists. 

Henry White, General Secretary of the 
United Garment Workers, was against in- 
corporation, as was also John J. Pallas of 
the Central Federated Union committee, 
which settled the strike on the rapid transit 
tunnel, and several other labor men. Pallas 
said: 

“The wages and hours of labor will: be 
largely influenced by supply and demand. 
When work is plentiful and there is a de- 
mand for men, they can command good 
wages. The union is useful in keeping up 
good wages, and incorporating a union 
would not make matters any better. The 
only way for the people to keep up their 
wages is by thorough organization. 

William A. Perrine, business agent of the 
Iron Molders’ Conference Board, was an 
exception to the rule and strongly favored 
incorporation. He _ believed it would be 
better and fairer for both employers and 
employes. sy 

“By the unions becoming incorporated, 
he said, ‘‘and meeting the employers on a 
business basis, they can accomplish more 
than by strikes, which are about the last 
weapon that should be used. When unions 
are incorporated, they will get down to 
business ideas, and that is what they sadly 
need. There is no reason why a union 
should not make a business agreement with 
an employer or a set of employers, which 
would be binding on both. When a mer- 
chant makes an agreement with a whole- 
sale firm neither would dream of breaking 
it if he could. Mutual confidence between 
employers and employes is what is needed.” 


LABOR DAY CELEBRATIONS. 


Parades and Picnics to be Held by Vari- 
ous Unions—The Iron Workers to 


Turn Out in Force. 

Labor Day in New York to-morrow as 
far as the unions are concerned will be 
one of the quietest labor days ever held 
here. Some of the central labor bodies 
will have parades and the Central Feder- 
ated Union, the largest representative body 
of organized working people in the city, 
will not even have a picnic. A Labor Day 
picnic committee was organized about 
three months:ago by the central body and 


held regular meetings, but failed to find a 
suitable park where union conditions pre- 
vailed, and the Central Federated Union 
as a body will therefore have no regular 
celebration, 

The day, however, will be observed in 
the usual way by the individual unions, 
most of which are affiliated with the Cen- 
tral Federated Union... The Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers will march 38,000 
strong with banners and bands from their 
headquarters in West Thirty-second 
Street through the principal streets to 
Washington Square, where they will be 
reviewed by labor leaders and visiting del- 
egates. The Chief Marshal will be Samuel 
Park, President of the Building Trades 
Council. The delegates to the, Council, 
with which the Structural Iron? Workers 
are affiliated, will ride in carriages at the 
head of the line. The union it is said, has 
spent $12,000 for suits and $2,000 for badges 
for this parade. 

The New York District Council of the 
Brotherhood of Pairters, Decorators, and 
Paperhangers of America will have an out- 
ing for the members and their families in 
the afternoon and évening at Noll’s Park, 
Boston Road, near One Hundred and Sey- 
entieth Street. A programme of games has 
been arranged for the occasion. 

The Iron Chippers’ Union of the Greater 
New York will have a pienic at Elm 
Grove, Maspeth, L. lI. 

The Brooklyn Central Labor Union will 
celebrate the day by holding its sixteenth 
annual festival in the Ridgewood Coliseum, 
Brooklyn. 

The Greenpoint Lodge of Boilermakers 
and Iron Ship Builders will hold a picnic in 
Liberty Park, Brooklyn. 

The Rev. George E. Meyer will conduct 
Labor Day exercises in the evening in 
the Metropolitan Temple at Seventh Ave- 
nue and Fourteenth Street, this borough.

SILK LABOR CONTEMPT APPEAL. 





Counsel for Manufacturers Says He Will 
Move Its Dismissal. 
PATERSON, N. J., Aug. 31.—John W. 
Harding, counsel for Frank & Dugan, the 
ribbon manufacturers, who are making a 
strong fight against the silk labor organi- 
zations in this city, to-day served notice 
on Blauvelt & Hughes, counsel for the 
strikers convicted on contempt and sen- 
tenced by Vice Chancellor Pitney, that he 
would move for the dismissal of the strik- 
ers’ appeal on the opening day of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals in November.

Labor Men Talk of Starting One Within 
the City Limits. 

Individual members of a number of labor 
unicns in this city, it was learned yes- 
terday, are in favor of a sort of com- 
munism which has been started in New 


York and vicinity within the rast year or 
so. It was stated that a communistic 
settlement may be founded within the city 
limits if a plot of ground suitable for the 
purpose can be had at low enough rates. 

A prominent New York man, who has 
interested himself in labor unions, said 
yesterday that this communistic idea was 
probably caused by the warlike attitude 
of the jabor unions recently, and was an 
unconscious revolt against some of the 
present trades unton methods. 

‘* By degrees,’ he said, *‘ the labor unions 
have gone to the extrc. .e of aggressiveness, 
and this spirit has about reached its limit. 
Either the unions must change some of 
their methods or go to pieces. The com- 
munistic settlement idea represents the 
other extreme. Neither of them means 
progress."’

Dismissed from Hospital, He Is Found

the Roosevelt Hospital physicians last even- 
ing, James Baxter, sixty-five years old, liv- 
ing at 216 West Sixty-third Street, was 
found lying on the sidewalk in front of his 
stable, 212 West Sixty-fifth Street, uncon- 
scious and suffering trom internal injuries.

DRANK CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE. 


Servant Mistook It for Whisky and Died 
in Five Hours. 

Corrosive sublimate swallowed by Ralph 
Vaughan, thirty-six years old, a servant 
in the. employ of Mrs. Margaret Boyle, 
mother-in-law of Coroner Hart at 208 West 
Sixteenth Street, who, in the half light 
mistook the stuff for whisky, caused death 
in five hours yesterday morning. 

Vaughan was a good servant except for 
his bibulous habits, Mrs. Boyle said, after 
the man had been removed to the New York 
Hospital. He bought the poison a few 
days ago, and put it in a whisky flask in 
a closet. He came down stairs at 5 A. 
M.,-and, going to the cupboard, he took a 
long pull at the bottle. He instantly 
screamed for help, and some stablemen 
across the way telephoned a_hurry call 
for the ambulance, and at the hospital 
every effort was made to save his life. 


Explosion in Nassau Street. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon an explosion occurred on the sec- 
ond floor of 78 Nassau Street, which tore 
iron shutters from their fastenings and 
showered passersby with glass from the 
broken windows.

Reading the obituary notice of the well- 
known Philadelphia philanthropist, John D. 
Lankenau, in your to-day’s issue, I beg you 
will insert these Hines in your valuable pa- 
per, in order as I hope to draw forth testi- 
mony from sources better qualified than I 
am to speak of the pre-eminent merits of 
Mr. Lankenau, who, although principally 
identified with the City of Philadelphia, de- 
serves a more fitting recognition from the 
New York press than has been accorded 
him by the papers whichehave come under 
ny notice. 

AS you state, Mr. Lankenau, born and 
brought up in the tree city ut Bremen, be- 
came identitied at the ear:y age oi nineteen 
with American commercia: ailairs anc soon 
achieved success and distinction. Retiring 
ivom commereial lite with, as you put it, 
“a large tortune,’’ he devoted h.s time and 
wealth to the alleviation or sutfering hu- 
manity, and in this way became particu- 
larly interested in the German Hospital in 
his city, Philadeiphia. As ts well known, 
the hospitai service and attendance at that 
time was far trom perfect, in tact it was 
in a very crude state, and it is primariiy 
due to Mr. Lankenau's advanced ideas, his 
great intelligence, and the more than lib- 
eral spending of his great means that the 
hospital service of nis adopted country 
stands where it does to-day. 

What did he do? I will try and tell you 
a little of it. 

Mr. Lankenau, feeling for suffering hu- 
manity, and feeling that he could not spend 
his money in a_ better and nobler cause, 
established the House for Deaconesses, a 
large and complex system of buildings op- 
posite the Girard Coliege, Philadelphia. As 
deaconesses were entirely unknown in this 
country in the Protestant churches at that 
time, Mr. Lankenau went to Germany, 
where similar institutions existed, and in- 
duced six ladies (I desire to say that I : 
using this word tn its highest and true 
sense) to go to America to take charge of 
this noble work. ‘ 

To these six women, who formed the 
nucleus of what fs now the Mary J. Drexel 
liouse of Deaconesses at Philadelphia, 
(named after Mr. Lankenau’s wife, who 
was one of the Drexel family,) with 
branches in other American cities, and to 
those women subsequently.trained by them, 
is due to a very great extent the excellent 
and highly intelligent care now bestowed 
upon the hospital patients. 

, The Philadelphia institution, where, as I 
understand, there are now between seventy 
and eighty deaconesses who give their sery- 
ices gratis to hospitals and the sick all over 
the city, where these noble women have a 


home, and where they are finally takeny| 


care of after they have spent their strength 
in the service of their fellow-man, also 
comprising, separate buildings for the aged 
and infirm, for echfldren, and perhaps others 
who need help, is beyond question the most 
complete, the most perfectly organized, and 
the costliest building or set of buildings of 
its kind, not only in this country, but in 
the world. It is this institution upen or 
after which all similar Protestant institu- 
tions in this country—and here let me ex- 
pressly include those of the Episcopal 
Church, which church sometimes resents 
being called Protestant—are modeled. To 
this institution Mr. John D. Lankenau gave 
not only of his wealth—I ynderstand that 
he paid all expenses out of his own pocket 
—but he gave much of his time and his wise 
counsel. 

How many of our citizens. whether native 
born or citizens by adontion, leave behind 
them a monument as did Mr. John D. Lan- 
kenau?

THIRTY-SIX LIVES LOST 
i 





Runaway Freight Cars Smash Into 
a Passenger Train in Montana. 


















Assistant General Superintendent Downs 
of the Great Northern and His 
Son Are Among the Dead. 





































KALISPELL, Montana, Aug. 31.—Thirty- 
six lives were lost and thirteen people were 
injured in last night's wreck of a Great 
Northern Railway passenger train at Ny- 
ack, thirty miles west of here. The list of 
casualties follows:

The wreck was caused by the breaking in 
two of a freight train on the steep grade. 
The rear of the freight tore loose from the? 
head end, dashed backward down the cS 
mountain, and crashed into the rear end — 
of the passenger train, hich was just 
pulling out of the station at Nyack. The 
rear car of the passenger train’ was the pri- 
vate coach of Superintendent Downs. He 
and his son, Kirk, and their. cook, Henry 
Blair, were instantly killed. The car just 
ahead contained forty-six laborers from 
Duluth, Minn,, of whom thirty-three were 
killed wholesale, only thirteen being taken 
from the débris alive. 

Fire followed the collision and quickly 
destroyed the private car, cremating the 


bodies of those’ within. The flames were 
communicated to the car ahead, or rather 
to what remained of it, and the ‘bodies of 
twenty-eight of the unfortunate laborers 
also were burned to cinders. The third car 
from the rear was then burned, but those 
within managed to escape when the col- 
lision first occurred. The fire afterward 
spread through the mass of débris caused 
by the destruction of the dozen or more 
freight cars and their consignments of val- 
uable freight. , 

Finally the passenger train was cut in 
two between the third and fourth cars from 
the rear, and the rest was drawn:to a safe 
distance from the fire. All telegraph wires 
on the poles alongside the track were soon 
melted, communication being thus cut off 
soon after the collision. 

Physicians were taken to the scene from 
this city, and all traffic remained suspend- 
ed while the wrecking and train crews en- 
deavored to recover the bodies of the dead 
and clear up the débris. Of the bodies of 
those who were killed only five were re- 
covered altogether. 

Mr. Downs started life as a railroad man 
on April 1, 1868, as a brakeman on the Cen- 
tral Vermont Railroad. In 1886 he became 
Master of Trains on a division of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, and, after 
holding various positions with various 
Southern. and Western roads, he entered 
the service of the Great Northern in 1897. 
His appointment as Vice President of the 
Spokane Falls and Northern Railroad 
would have become effective to-morrow.

Justice Hammond, in his opinion; says: 
“‘The principles governing the rights and 
liabilities of the parties to an action for 
malicious prosecution are the result of a 
compromise between the right of the in- 
dividual to be free from arrest or prosecu- 
tion upon a charge of which he is innocent, 
and the right of the communitg to be pro- 


tected from crime, and one of these princi- 
ples is that, if a person discloses fairly and 
truthfully to the officer whose duty -‘t is 
to detect crime all matters withif’ his 
knowledge, which, as a man of ordinary in- 
telligence, he is bound to suppose would 
have material bearing upon the question 
of the innocence or guilt of the person sus- 
pected, and leaves it to the officer to act 
entirely upon his own judgment and re- 
sponsibility as a public officer as to wheth- 
er or not there shall be a criminal prose- 
cution, and does no more, he cannot be 
held answerable tn an action for malicious 
prosecution, even if the officer comes to 
the wrong conclusion, and prosecutes when 
he ought not to do so. Such a person does 
neo more than his duty, and to hold him 
answerable ir an action for malicious prus- 
ceution, for the result of the mistake or 
misconcuet of the officer, would be to make 
the division line of compromise between 
the right Ofeahe individual to his liberty 
and the right of the public to protection 
trench txso far upon the domain of the lat- 
ter.”’ .

It is the duty of the board 
to determine: when there has been an ex- 
powsure to a contagious disease, what con- 
stitutes an exposure when the health of the 
citizens der its jurisdiction is threatened 
by an epidemic. and when the preservation 
of the health of the people demands that 
the board take action to prevent the 
spread of such infectious disease. And

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LINER’S PASSENGERS 
DELAYED FOR HOURS 


Only Twenty-two Customs Inspec- 
tors to Meet the Campania. 











System Denounced as an Outrage and 
the Officials as Incompetent—What 


. an Inspector Says. 





Not since the new customs regulations 
went into effect was such trouble encoun- 
tered in the examination of passengers’ 
baggage as was met with on the docks of 
the Cunard Line when the steamship Cam- 
pania arrived yesterday morning. There 
were nearly 800 cabin passengers aboard, 
and just twenty-two inspectors to examine 
their baggage. 

The Campania docked at a little after 8 
o’clock in the morning, and some of the 
passengers did not get away from the dock 
until 2 or 3 o’clock in the afternoon. At 
one time there was a line standing in wait 
for Inspectors containing some 300 pas- 
sengers, many of these representing fami- 
lies or parties. 

Friends of the passengers were rigidly 
excluded from the dock, and after all the 
trunks and parcels had been landed, women 
and children were seen here and there sit- 
ting helplessly on their trunks while the 
long line of men stood in front of Inspector 
Lockwood’s desk waiting for an examiner 
and none apparently in sight. 

Passengers grumbled so bitterly at the 
delay that Mr. Lockwood telephoned down 
to the American Line docks and asked that 
some of the Inspectors from the St. Louis 
be sent up to relieve him. 

“It is an unfortunate condition,’ he 
said, ‘‘ but we will get the people off as 
fast as we can. It will always be this way 
when there are such enormous passenger 
lists.’ 

One passenger, Henry C. Rheam, a promi- 
nent business man from England, said that 
‘he had been to this country several times 
on business. ‘‘ But this is my last trip, if 
I can make it so,’’ he said. ‘‘ Here a man 
loses more than half a day by the dilly- 
dallying of incompetent officials.” 

Another passenger said that in England 
the whole dock would have been cleared 
within an hour after the baggage had been 
taken off the ship. “It is an outrage,;’’ he

COURT STOPS CONTRACTOR. 


Injunction Hastily Secured to Prevent 
the Tearing Down of a Herald 
Square Building. 


Despite an injunction issued by Justice 
Blanchard in the Supreme Court last June 
preventing the contractors for a new store 
at Thirty-fourth Street and Broadway from 





! interfering with the property held on a 


lease by Mrs. Laura Haskins of 117 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, a gang of workmen 
were set to work yesterday afternoon tear- 
ing down the upper stories of the building, 
a restaurant occupying the basement. 

The building, a five-story brownstone 
structure, is, with the exception of a small 
corner building, the only obstacle in the 
way of the contractor who is erecting a 
massive building. Several efforts have been 
made to purchase the lease held by Mrs. 
Haskins, which was renewed last Novem- 
ber for three years, and it is said that 
$10,000 has been offered for it, but its own- 
er, who says she makes $500 a month in 
the restaurant, asks $25,000. 

When Lawyer James A. Allen of 35 Wall 
Street, counsel for Mrs. Haskins, was in- 
formed of the action of the contractor, he 
went before Supreme Court Justice Dugro, 
at the Savoy Hotel, and secured an injunc- 
tion compelling the contractors to stop all 
work on the building immediately. Allen 
took the papers and, with Patrolman Hes- 
sion of the West Thirtieth Street Station, 
aatempted to find the man in charge of the 
work. 

A man who admitted to Mr. Allen that 
he was the “ boss,’’ and that his name was 
George F. Balmer of 832 St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue, was found. He-glanced at the papers 
and then declared that he didn't have time 
to read them over. Balmer was invited to 
go to the station house, and there ‘he de- 
but said the 
men employed on the building would take 
orders from him. 

Capt. Flood told Lawyer Allen to find 
the man in charge of the work and to 
serve the. injunction on him. Then, the 
Captain said, he would see that the work 
Was stopped. 

After Belmer left the stationhouse, Police- 
man Hession and Lawyer Allen went to the 
restaurant. There were two special patrol- 
men from Holmes’s Agency standing guard 
at the door. They refused to allow the 
lawyer to enter the building, telling him 
that their orders were to allow nobody 
to enter. : 

Lawyer Allen then noticed a man stand- 
ing on the sidewalk, and, walking over to 
him, attempted to put the papers in his 
hands, but the man, who is said to be an 
architect, ran down Thirty-fourth Street, 
with the lawyer in pursuit. The archi- 
tect, however, was a better sprinter, and 
soon lost the lawyer. 

Returning, the lawyer than gained ad- 
mittance, with Policeman MHession, and 
searched the building, but found nobody in 
it but a man who sald he was a servant. 
Mr. Allen handed the papers to the un- 
suspecting employe, who took them and 
placed them in his pocket. 

Police Captain Flood had come up mean- 
time and ordered the men to stop work 
on the building. Balmer then appeared 
and asked the Captain if he could not put 
some tar paper over the roof, but Capt. 
Flood would not let him do so. 

Considerable excitement prevailed in the 
vicinity, and during the evening a crowd 
of fully 500 persons stood on the opposite 
side of Thirty-fourth Street and watched 
the building. 


DELAWARE RIVER DISASTER. 


Eight More Bodies Recovered Around 
City of Trenton’s Wreck Yesterday. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.—The list of 

dead as the result of the explosion of a 

boiler on the steamboat City of Trenton 

in the Delaware River last Wednesday has 
now reached twenty-one. Sixteen bodies 
have been identified, and five still await 
identification at the Morgue. Eight were 
recovered to-day in the vicinity of the ais- 


aster. Nine persons are still reported as 
missing, but the five unidentified are prob- 
ably included among these. 

Bodies identified to-day were those of 
Marian Ashmead, aged sixteen; Annie B. 
Herr, aged sixteen; Mrs. Matilda Cross, 
aged twenty-one; Mrs. Alice Matthews, 
aged forty-one; Irene Wield, aged sixteen, 
and Dora Wield, aged twelve, all of Phila- 
delphia; Harry Johnson, aged thirty-six, of 
Hulmeville, Penn., and Montgomery Mar- 
vel, twenty-four years old, Seaford, Del. 

Federal and local Inspectors to-day began 
an investigation of the hull of the City of 
Trenton, which is docked at Neafie & 
Levy's shipyard. The port boiler, which 
exploded, is still at the bottom of the river, 
having been blown out of the boat. 





APPRAISER WAKEMAN’S REPLY. 


No Authority in the Matter of the Re- 
moval of Mr. Sherwood, as 
Recommended. 


Appraiser Wakeman was asked yester- 
day why it was that no attention had 
been paid to the recommendation of the 
Commission of Special Agents of the Treas- 
ury about Mr. Sherwood. Mr. Wakeman 
said that he had no authority in the mat- 
ter, and he declined to express any opinion. 
The matter was one within the discretion 
of the Treasury Department and the Pres- 
ident, and he could not, of course, presume 
to criticise his official superiors. 

The recommendation in question was 
embodied in a report made by the commis- 
sion after an investigation which lasted 


about six months. The commission was 
appointed in response to a multitude of 
complaints from importers against Ap- 
raiser Wakeman’s method of administer- 
ng his office. The investigation covered 
all departments of the appraiser's office. 
In their report the ‘special agents found 
that there was foundation for some of 
the complaints. One of the most important 
specific recommendations made, however, 
was that Mr. Sherwood should be removed. 
So far as is known no notice has ever been 
taken by the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the recommendation for Mr. Sherwood's re- 
moval. He is ppnerety regarded as having 
the especial friendship of Senator Platt. 
Mr. Sherwood declined yesterday to add 
anything to the statement which he is- 
sued Friday night. He said that he did not 
think that the time had come for him 
to speak in detail on the topics suggested 
by his statement. He did remark, how- 
ever, that there had been a great deal 
of exaggeration in the talk about the re- 
cent discoveries of frauds in the importa- 
tion of Japanese silks. It was reported at 
the time that a half million dollars’ worth 
of goods had been held back, pending an 
investigation.

High Commissioner to Meet the 
Duke of York in Canada. 








Views of the Boer War—Scouts Idea 


that Lord Salisbury Will Resign 
—The King’s Health. 





The most notable passenger arriving on 
the Cunard Line steamship Campania yes- 
terday was Lord Strathcona and Mount 
Royal of Canada, whose name igs in the 
popular mind associated with the “ Strath- 
cona Horse,’ the regiment of Canadian 
cavalrymen which he fitted out, and whose 
service in the Boer war was notable. For 
most of the past five years he has been 
High Commissioner for Canada at the capi- 
tal of the’ British Empire, and returns now 
for a month to assist in the entertainment 
of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York, who are expected to arrive in Hali- 
fax on the 15th of this month. 

Accompanying Lord Strathcona were his 
wife, Lady Strathcona; his son-in-law and 
daughter, Dr. and Mrs. R. J. B. Howard, 
and four children of the Howards. All 
were en route to Montreal to prepare Lord 
Strathcona’s town house, on Dorchester 
Street, Montreal, for the reception of the 
royal visitors. 

Lord Strathcona talked very freely to a 
New YorK TiMES reporter about British 
affairs, and there was a note of optimism 
in all that he said which was somewhat 
different from the spirit of some other ut- 
terances recently made by prominent Eng- 
lishmen visiting this country. 

“I have lived in England for most of 
the past five years,’’ said his Lordship. 
‘It has been a delightful stay, and I have 
in that time been struck with nothing so 
much as the remarkably strong ties by 
which the outlying parts of the British 
Empire are bound to the mother country. 
Evidenceg of this feeling has been strik- 
ingly displayed in the visits of the Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall and York to the 
English colonies. Everywhere there has 
been an outpouring of cordiality. It is 


happy, too, to note that the royal couple 
have made not a single mistake on their 
whole trip. This is unusual, for we know 
that in practical affairs the man who suc- 
ceeds is not the man who makes no mis- 
takes, but he who makes the fewest. Eng- 
land is delighted with the demeanor the 
Duke and Duchess have displayed. The re- 
ception of the royal eouple in Canada wil 
be exceptionally hearty. All of the cities 
they will visit have appointed committees 
to receive and entertain them. They will 
land at Halifax, stop at Quebec, staying in 
the Government House there, and then 
visiting all the important places of the Do- 
minion, as far west as the Pacific Coast. 
Just before sailing from Halifax in return- 
ing they will cross over and spend a day 
in Newfoundland.’ 


“Will the Duke and Duchess visit the 
United States?’’ Lord Strathcona was 
asked. 


** No,’ he said. ‘‘ You can readily under- 
stand that the royal pair have received a 
great many invitations to visit countries 
not of the British Empire, but it has been 
impossible to accept all of them, and it 
was necessary to decline the invitations to 
visit the United States, although this coun- 
try is very different in the English mind 
from all other nations. I always think of 
England, Canada, and the United States 
as one. There are pending questions be- 
tween the countries, such as boundary and 
fisheries issues, but I know England and 
Canada well enough to say that out of 
these questions there can never grow any 
hard feeling toward the United States. 
Such questions cannot be settled in a day, 
but, they will all be arranged eventually, 
and to the satisfaction of all concerned.”’ 

Lord Strathcona stated that he himself 
was very much interested in American en- 
terprises. He said that one of the first in- 
vestments he ever made was in the Great 
Northern Railroad, even before the ascend- 
ency of James J. Hill. He said that he 
still held considerable stock in that con- 
cern. It might be mentioned incidentally 
that Lord Strathcona in a business way is 
President of the Bank of Montreal, and 
was the last resident Governor and Chief 
Commissioner at Montreal of the Hudson 
Bay Company. 

‘What do you think of the growing 
commercial pre-eminence of the United 
States?”’ the High Commissioner was 
asked: He smiled, placed his hand upon 
the shoulder of the questioner, and said: 

‘ Sufficient unto the day is the evil there- 


of. 

‘‘ What is the feeling in England with ref- 
erence to the Boer war?” 

‘““ Well, the war seems to drag on. We all 
want it to be ended at the earliest possible 
moment. It has been an unfortunate war, 
one that England would have been most 
glad to avoid. But the Boers forced it upon 
us by their ultimatum. Had it not been 
for that I believe all the troubles would 
have been settled satisfactorily by peace- 
able means. I feel that it has been a just 


war, and I think most Englishmen feel 
the same way; in fact, I believe that the 
majority of the thinking people in the 


United *States sympathize with England's 
position in this struggle. We are anxious 
that the war should be ended, so that a 
good self-governing colony may be estab- 
lished. England does not want to rule 
tyrannically over the country, but wants 
to give to the Boers the same measure of 
self-government she has accorded, and with 
such successful results, to the Dominion of 
Canada and the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia.”’ 

‘What would you say as to the Irish an- 
tagonism to the war?” 

“ Believe me, Sir, England feels very 
kindly toward Ireland. No soldiers have 
fought more valiantly in the Transvaal 
than these same Irish. Their conduct has 
been most valiant."’ 

‘“‘Is there very much sympathy and re- 
spect for President Krdger personally, in 
ungland?’’ 

‘““T belleve that the thinking people of 
England feel that Mr. Kriiger was a seri- 
ously misguided man. They sympathize 
with him in his loss of his wife and in his 
political misfortunes, but for his cause 
there is absolutely no sympathy—none.” 

Lord Strathcona was told of the recently 
cabled reports that after the coronation of 
Kng Edward VII. Lord Salisbury would re- 
tire from the Prime Ministership of Eng- 
land. When asked as to the accuracy of 
this report, the High Commissioner, his 
eyes twinkling, replied: 

‘““We have Marconi to-day telegraphing 
without wires, and we have people taking 
photographs through doors, but you can 
never tell what a man will do until he has 
done it. But, seriously, no such reports 
can be founded upon any accurate infor- 
mation. Complications mdy arise which 
will make it absolutely essential that Lord 
Salisbury retain his present office. He is 
still strong and vigorous, and the empire is 
back of him in all that he does.’’ 

‘What is the present state of the health 
of the King? eports have reached this 
country that he is suffering with cancer 
of the throat.’ 

‘There is not one word of truth in any 
such report. The King is to-day one of the 
most vigorous men 1 ever saw. He is the 
very picture of health. I suppose that the 
fact that his sister died from this trouble, 
as well as her husband, the Emperor Fred- 
erick, is responsible for these reports. This 
has come to, be a period when so many 
people know’ so much more about their 
neighbor's. affairs than they do of their 
own. King Edward has proved himself to 
be a most excellent ruler. He is working 
very hard, and attending assiduously to the 
manifold duties of his position. eis a 

reat man for detail, and it is surprising 
Goer earefully he attends to all the min- 
utiae of his work.”

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NO CALENDAR FOR 


TUSTICE FuRsMan| LOTNer’s 





District Attorney Fails to Prepare 
Cases for Him to Try. 





Open Rupture May Result—Strained 
Relations Have Existed Ever Since 
Mr. Philbin Assumed Office. 





Supreme Court Justice Edgar L. Furs- 
man, when he opens the extraordinary term 
of the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court on Tuesday, will find that the Dis- 
trict Attorney has prepared no calendar 
for this court. It is regarded as improba- 
ble that any calendar will be prepared for 
Justice Fursman’s consideration this month 
in view of District Attorney Philbin’s in- 
structions to his first assistant, Mr. Le 
Barbier. 

Mr. Philbin was away from his office 
yesterday. When it became known that no 
calendar had been prepared for the Crim- 
inal Branch of the Supreme Court, Mp. Le 
Barbier, who is Acting District Attorney 
in Mr. Philbin’s absence, was asked what 
the neglect to provide cases for Justice 
Fursman to pass upon indicated. 

Mr. Le Barbier said he knew nothing of 
the matter, except that he had been di- 
rected to tell Justice Fursman on Tuesday 
that there was no court business ready for 


him to dispose of. 

This action on the part of the District 
Attorney is regarded in the Criminal Courts 
Building as quite likely to strain to the 
point of an open rupture the hitherto ill- 
concealed inharmonious relations between 
Mr. Philbin and Justice Fursman. 

The differences between Mr. Philbin and 
Justice Fursman date practically from the 
beginning of the District Attorney’s incum- 
bency. Shortly after taking office Mr. 
Philbin is reputed to have requested the 
Appellate Division to relieve Justice Furs- 
man from service in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court. Justice Fursman was 
assigned to this court for the entire year 
by the Justices of the Appellate Division, 
and Presiding Justice Van Brunt declined 
to grant the District Attorney's request. 
It is said that the District Attorney sub- 
sequently endeavored to have the Crim- 
inal Branch done away with entirely_ on 
the ground that the Courts of General Ses- 
sions were quite able to dispose of all the 
criminal business arising. 

It was the custom of ex-District Attorney 
Gardiner to try most of the homicide cases 
before Justice Fursman. Mr. Philbin de- 
arted from this practice and placed on 
ustice Fursman’s calendar cases of much 
less importance. There are now in the 
Tombs awaiting trial more persons charged 
with homicide than at any previous time 
for many years. The number is about 
thirty-five. 

Justice Fursman, it is said, became cog- 
nizant of the District Attorney's efforts to 
have him relieved and resented them ac- 
cordingly. When it became known that 
some indictments found against certain per- 
sons accused of poolselling had been dis- 
missed by Justice Fursman, Mr. Philbin 
had the complaints resubmitted to the 
Grand Jury. This did not tend to promote 
cordial relations between the two. The 
breach was further widened when District 
Attorney Philbin declined to retry the Ken- 
nedy case before Justice Fursman after the 
disagreement in his court, despite the fact 
that he is reputed to have been told that 
Justice Fursman would take it as a per- 
sonal affront if the case was not again 
tried in the Criminal Branch. The case was 
heard before Judge Newburger in General 
Sessions. 

During the recent trial of Miles McDon- 
nell, charged with killing George Price in 
the Onawa Café, Mr. Philbin, without as- 
signing any reason, suddenly requested Jus- 
tice Fursman one day to adjourn his court 
for the day. It had come to the District 
Attorney's ears that Justice Fursman in- 
tended to direct the jury to acquit McDon- 


nell. After the adjournment had been 
granted Mr. Philbin, accompanied by his 
assistants, Messrs. Garvan and Delany, 


went into the Justice's private chambers. 
Mr. Philbin is understood to have told Jus- 
tice Fursman then that the McDonnell case 
was of such.importance that he deemed the 
county entitled to the Justice’s best judg- 
ment in the matter, and that he thought it 
best to request an ay peg It is 
common rumor that the lie was then passed 
and the District Attorney left the chambers 
without bidding him good day. 

When Mr. Philbin requested that an ex- 
traordinary term of the Supreme Court be 
convened Justice Fursman was assigned to 
hold it in September. The District Attor- 
ney then asked for another term, to be 
held in August. Justice Gildersleeve was 
assigned to hold this. 


AMERICAN CITIZEN MURDERED. 


Demand for an Investigation by the 
State Department—Assassination 
Occurred in Haiti. 

A request has been made by N. A. Shib- 
ley of this city for an investigation by the 
State Department at Washington into the 
death of Antoine Kouri, who, according to 
Mr. Shibley, was assassinated in Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti, by Nicola Nadir because 
Kouri had given shelter to a friend whom 

he considered unjustly accused. 

Mr. Shibley states that efforts to bring 
Nadir to trial have been fruitless, and that 
although under arrest he often is at lberty 
to go about Port-au-Prince. 

Kouri was born in Syria, but became a 
naturalized American, and M. Jurudini, the 
man he sheltered, was also a naturalized 
American from Syria. Nadir, too, was born 
in Syria, but became a naturalized citizen 
of the Haitian Republic. Kouri was an ex- 
porter and importer of merchandise in this 
city and Port-au-Prince. 

Mr. Shibley says that punishment of the 
crime is the only object of the petition, no 
oapent of a money indemnity being de- 
sired.

PRISONERS’ RICH JEWELS 


Brooklyn Detectives Think They 
Have Made Important Arrests. 








Man and Woman Captured at Coney 
Island—They May Have Vic- 
timized Jewelers. 





Detectives Murphy and Raleigh of the 
3rooklyn Central Office made what they 
believe to be important arrests early last 
evening. The prisoners, who are now locked 
up in the Adams Street Police Station, were 
apprehended at the Arlington Hotel, in 
West Eighth Street, Coney Island. They 
described themselves, as Harry Frank and 
Irene Frank of 26 East Twentieth Street, 
Manhattan, The police discovered both 
names to be fictitious. 

A large amount of jewelry and twenty- 
seven pawn tickets for jewelry and clothing 
were found on the prisoners. The detec- 
tives say that the woman is the wife of 
James McNally, a well-known pickpocket, 
and that the man looks very much like the 
picture of ‘‘ Chicago Henry,’’ another pick- 
pocket. 

The police have for some time been re- 
ceiving complaints from jewelers who have 
been victimized by a man and a woman 
answering the description of the persons 
arrested. The plan adopted by them was 
that of substituting worthless for valuable 
articles in jewelers’ trays while pretending 
to examine goods. Several “phony ”’ rings 
were found on the man | when he was 
searched. 

The detectives were watching a pawn- 
shop at Warren and Smith Streets, when 
they saw the man and woman leave the 
place. Going to the shop the detectives, on 


inquiry, learned that the woman had 
pawned a diamond ring for $48. They then 
followed the couple to Coney Island. In 
their room at the hotel the officers found 
an opium smoking outfit. There were ten 
empty boxes that had contained opium, and 
one box which was half full of the drug. 
The man pleaded to be permitted to take 
the opium with him, declaring that he 
would die if deprived of it. 

The woman was very richly dressed, 
wearing jewelry worth $500. She had a 
letter from ‘Topeka, Kan., addressed to 
‘Dear Chick,’’ and signed ‘“‘ Jim Decker.” 
In the letter ‘‘ Decker’”’ asked for $300, to 
be used as bail to secure his release from 


jail. The police also found a Western 
Union Telegraph Company's receipt for 
$300 wired to a Topeka lawyer, showing 


that the request for money had been com- 
plied with. The police say that ‘* Decker”’ 
is James McNally. 


SPORTING DOG CATCHES MAN. 


Charges a Supposed Burglar and Holds 
Him by Pointing Till a Po- 
liceman Arrives.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Last week's security market moved on 
quiet lines; there were few new develop- 
ments of speculative interest, the most 
important being the publication of the 
Russian Government crop report showing 
heavy decrease in the yield of wheat—to 
an extent, indeed, threatening famine in 
portions of the Russian Empire. This 
will increase the demand for American 
wheat, the American crop being the only 
one possessing an exportable surplus at 
present—the new Argentine harvest being 
still an uncertain quantity, its export 
surplus not being calculable before the 
end of the year. Thus the United States 
is again singularly favored by nature; 
thus what has come to be known as 
“American luck” again becomes evi- 
dent—and American capacity knows how 
to take full advantage of the “luck.” 
Foreign buying of wheat futures contin- 
ues to be very large, the price of wheat 
remaining at a profitable level for the 
farmer. The importance of this as a 
factor can scarcely be overestimated, for 
if the huge crop now produced had met 
equally large production in competing 
countries the price of wheat must have 
sunk to a very low point. As it is the 
country’s wheat crop is an unmixed 
blessing and source of wealth, and the 
sale of its surplus will mean riches to 
the wheat producing community. There 
could be no more solid foundation for se- 
curity values to rest upon—none more in- 
spiring marketwise. 

The latest reports of the Weather Bu- 
reau indicate continued improvement in 
the condition of growing corn; and fields 
that were supposed to be dead have re- 
vived under the influence of timely rains 
till it is now more than likely that the 
Government report dye next week will 
reveal marked improvement and raise 
the estimate of final yield to higher fig- 
ures than those based upon the report of 
Aug. 10. Naturally the price of corn has 
declined somewhat, but it still keeps high 
compared with recent years, and is a 
helpful fagtor in the production of 
wealth. Of a certainty the extreme pessi- 
mistic predictions current some weeks 
ago can be dismissed from consideration 
—there is and will be plenty of corn for 
all mercantile purposes. 





The technical situation of the security 
market did not materially change last 
week. The heavy existing short interest 
is still a supporting influence. At times 
during the week there were pronounced 
efforts to depress values, but they were 
invariably met by a quiet but confident 
buying which absorbed all offerings be- 
fore material recessions could be scored. 
The dealings of Thursday and Friday 
wiped out what declines had been brought 
about, leaving the market as a whole 
without noteworthy change from the 
preceding week. 

Bear attack had to confront some of 
the most remarkable reports of railway 
earnings ever published. Conspicuous 
was the July report of Union Pacific, 
which showed a net increase of over 
$100,000, and this net increase was 
only some $50,000 less than the gross in- 
crease, a most gratifying result of oper- 
ative economies. While this report was 
exceptionally favorable there were many 
others of important character, notably 
St. Paul, Canadian Pacific, St. Louis 
and San Francisco, and Southern Rail- 
way. Selling stocks short in the face of 
such phenomenal earnings becomes a 
risky operation, a fact which the bear 
party is beginning to appreciate. Nor 
are these increases confined to any par- 
ticular territory; Grangers, Pacific 
stocks, Southwestern stocks, Southern 
stocks, and Eastern Trunk Lines all par- 
ticipating in the yield of prosperity. 
There can be no delusion or imagination 
about earnings—they are concrete facts, 
explicable by simple arithmetical pro- 
cess; and they furnigh the soundest argu- 
ment in favor of American securities. 

The tendency is growing to allot a 
larger share of profits earned to share- 
holders, railroad managers feeling that 
their properties are now on so sound a 
basis that the necessity for increasing 
surpluses is diminishing. Illustrative of 
this is the raising of the dividend on Col- 
orado and Southern first preferred to a 
8 per cent. basis. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that most of the more 
important American railroads have been 
and are paying out much less in the way 
of dividends than the full available 
amount of earnings—the policy of forti- 
fying railway treasuries having been rig- 
orously followed since the advent of 
prosperity. It is, therefore, reasonable to 
expect that the near future will witness 
many increases in dividend rates, and 
such increases will simply be the distri- 
bution to shareholders of what belongs 
to them. This phase of American finance 
is more clearly recognized abroad than 
at home and will bring large buying or- 
ders from foreign markets, the foreign 
investor seeing in the United States the 
only railroad properties possessing in- 
herent capacity of growth—the ratio of 
decrease in European railroads being 
fairly balanced by the ratio of increase 
in America. Thus the world of finance 
adjusts itself to circumstances—thus the 
only security market in the world capa- 
ble of buoyancy is found on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 





Favorable to speculation and reviving 
activity is the continued ease of the 
money market, all predictions of tight 
money having failed of fulfillment. Not 
long ago sterling exchange was rising to 
a point which threatened gold exports, 
but the tide was turned by the immense 
Shipments of wheat flooding the ex- 
change market with drafts on Europe, 
bringing exchange rates down with a 
rush. It is quite plain that if demands 
from the interior should prove excessive 
on the New York banks it is within the 
power of New York to call gold from Eu- 
rope whenever such action is desirable, 
the exchange market being kept up chief- 
ly ,by the willingness of American cred- 
itors to permit their balances to remain 
abroad.. This removes from speculative 
consideration the fear of excessive in- 
terest rates, though present rates are 
perhaps abnormally low, certainly not 
profitable to the lenders of money, who 
would welcome a chance to make them 
up even moderately. 


The steel strike, on its last legs, ceased 
some time ago to be a matter of much 
consequence in Wall Street: The fail- 
ure of this strike and the public support 
and indorsement of the attitude of the 
United States Steel Corporation is of in-

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of capital @nud labor—hence a powerful 
element in the betterment of the specu- 
lative position of securities. It is not 
likely that any other great strike will be 
lightly entered upon for a long time to 
come. It will be more popular hereafter 
to consult reason and to try to be fair. 


THE BANK STATEMENT. 


The bank statement issued yesterday 
shortly before the close of business was 
generally what had been expected, in view 
of the known movements of money and the 
buying of stocks in the latter part of the 


week. Loans increased $7,349,200, deposits 
decreased $27,700, cireulation increased $1,- 
089,800, legal tenders decreased $99,900, 
and specie decreased $6,135,200. The de- 
crease in specie represents the loss by the 
banks due to shipments to the interior and 
to Treasury operations, while the increase 
in loans is due to the stock market activ- 
ity. The reported decrease of $6,228,175 
in sues reserves is therefore quite nat- 
ural,

CORN CROP AND BUSINESS. 


Some time ago Bradstreet's, with a view 
to obtaining the present condition of corn— 
as*to whether or not, that is, it has been 
benefited hy what was claimed to be late 
favorable growing weather—sent out to all 


its offices and correspondents inquiries 
asking for information on the subject. 
Many answers have been received, the re- 


sult being best summarized by Bradstreet’s 
itself, as follows: 


The general tenor of the report as a whole is 
quite favorable, more so, in fact, than would 
have been possible some weeks ago, when the 
extent of the recuperation ‘since shown by the 
plant could not be seen or appreciated. This 
was true of places where the plant was not so 
far gone as to be beyond help, and, even where 
this latter condition existed, the effect of timely 
moisture upon other crops has been so good as 
to deserve special notice. Special attention would 
naturally be concentrated upon the leading corn- 
producing States lying east and west of the 
Mississippi, which furnish the greater portion of 
the surplus corn which is used by the rest of the 
country. 

A consolidation of the replies from the seven 
Kansas, Nebraska, IlH- 
nois, Missouri, Indiana, and Ohio, percentages 
of increage or decrease by States being based 
upon the reported yields as indicated by the De- 
partment of Agric ulture, point to a reduction in 


surplus States of lowa, 


the yield of those States of not far from 650,000, - 
000 bushels from a year ago. Smaller decreases 
are likewise indicated in the smaller corn-pro- 
ducing States, like Texas, Tennessee, and Ken- 
tucky, sufficient to swell the shortage by per- 
haps 55,000,000 bushels. 


Against this are to be noted larger productions 
reported in such States as New York, Maryland, 
Virginia, and South Dakota, which, while not 
sufficient to offset these decreases, still limit the 
falling off so that a shortage of not to exceed 
675,000,000 bushéis in the country's total crop is 
to be looked for. The continuance of the im- 
provement noted in the late planted corn crop, 


with the holding,off of frost, may still further 
operate to enlarge the total yield. On the face 
of the returns, however, a yield not less than 


1,400,000,000 bushels is indicated gor 1901, a drop 
of about 30 per cent. from @ year ago. 

Questions as to the percentage of the old crop 
left in farmers’ hands now as compared with a 
year ago, contrary to some expectatfons, show 
that it '© zmaller than a year ago, and the con- 
sen*.s of 0} inion appears to be that in the sur- 
plus-producing States such supplies are consider- 
ably smaller than a year ago, the old crop held 
being quite generally reported as smaller than 
usual, cwing to the high price paid for corn 
this year. Replies to the question of farm prices 
bring out the fact that present prices per bushel 
are fully 40 per cent. higher than a year ago, a 
feature which deserves notice, in view of the fact 
that the indicated yield is placed at 30 per cent. 
less than a year ago. ‘he farm price for the 
entire United States a year ago, as reported by 
the Department of Agriculture, was in the netgh- 
borhood of 36 cents, and a 40 per cent. increase 
in price would point to at least 51 cents per 
bushel being realized this year, which, applied 
to a total yield of 1, 400,000,000 bushels, yould 
net a total return of about $715,000,000 this year, 
against $751,000,000 a yeur ago, a decrease of 
only $36,000,000, or less than 5 per cent 

Special interest, of course, attaches to the an- 
swers a3 to the probable effect upon general 
business the coming season of the shortage in 
corn, and it is in a high degree encouraging to 
learn that Gradstreet’s agents the country over, 
fn the majority of instances, look for little that 
is hurtful to flow from the corn shortage this 
year. This view, in fact, is so unanimous as to 
attract attention because of the natural ten- 
dency. when looking at the crop results, to see 
things in a more or less unfevorable light. The 
fact seems to be that the agricultural fimterests 
are in pretty good shape at present. The wheat 
yield generally has been good, in some districts 
very large, and the prices received have been 
very good, Those sections sending the poorest 
corn crop reports, in fact, send the best advices 
as to wheat yield and returns. In addition, the 
breaking of the drought has rendered possible 
“the growth and gathering of good forage crops, 
and the problem of cattle and hog feeding has 
been rendered simpler thereby. 

The results of the Inquiry are, therefore, to 
indicate that, far from being the failure earlier 
indicated, a fair crop of corn will be gathered, 
and’ that, thanks to the good wheat and other 









crop yields and to the prosperous condition of 
the tareaine interest, what would in years of, de- 
preston, he regarded as a very poor crop out- 
ook yr little adverse effect.

ENGLISH RAILROAD EARNINGS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Reading the editorial article under the 
title ‘‘ Electricity and Steam” contained in 
your issue Aug. 27, you convey the impres- 
sion that the 2% per cent. dividend lately 
declared by the London and North West- 
ern Railway Company of England was the 
only remuneration the stockholders would 
receive this year. Permit me to say that 
the dividend referred to was declared out 
of the traffic net earnings for the six 
months ended June 30, 1901, and is, in 
fact, the second dividend paid to the stock- 
holders this year, the first, viz., 3% per 
cent., having been paid last February out 


of the earnings for the six months ended 
Dec. 31, 1900. 

The earnings of English railroads as a 
rule are heavier for the six months June 
to December, and consequently the divi- 
dend declared on traffic for that period 
should be considered when arriving at the 
percentage paid to the stockholders for the 
year, which for the last ten calendar years 
has averaged 6.625 per cent. per annum. 

I would like to say in conclusion that 
Lord Stalbridge, Chairman of the London 
and North Western Railway, in his address 
to the stockholders at the general meeting 
in London Aug. 13, did not attribute the 
decrease of the diwidend primarily to the 
competition of electric traction, but more 
to the cause of the increase of cost of coal 
and supplies and decrease in the receipts 
from mineral traffic. There was a diminu- 
tion in the number of third-class passen- 
gers carried during the six months, viz., 
about 38,000, but the revenue from pas- 
sengers carried showed an increase of 
about $150,000.
